HAIt^FATABLE IN AOVANXE 
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AN UNJUST BARGAIN 
Any solution at the Palestine problem al- 
most certainly w(.ll be a compromise which 
the Jews or the Arnhs. nncl perhaps both, 
will rind unsatlsfnelory. It Is not unlikely 
that there may have to be some added out- 
side considerations lo force acceptance by 
both parties. Yet there l,i one element or bar- 
gain In the federalist constitution reportedly 
proposed by the Anslo-Amerlcan committee 
studying this problem which seems most un- 
just. 

The constitution. It la reported, gives the 
Jewa ft strip of territory running along the 
northern coast of Palestine, across the coun- 
try, and up the narrow northeastern corridor 
between Syria and Lebanon. This embraces 
1,500 of Palestine's more than 10,000 square 
miles. The British central government would 
control Jerusalem. Bethlehem, the port of 
Haifa, and the southern region of Negev. 
The rest of the country would go to the 
Arabs. 

The Injustice of this proposed solution la 
that the surviving victims of Hltlerlsm In Eu- 
rope, who would seem to have borne enough 
already, are being used as hostases to force 
Zionist acquiescence. Until the plan went into 
effect there would be no move to grant Prc.il- 
dent Truman's urgent request that 100,000 
homeless European Jewa be admitted to Pal- 
estine. 

The United States has agreed to finance 
the feeding and transportation of those 100,- 
000. But another part of the plan Is said to 
Include an outright grant of S50,OOO,00O to 
the Arabs by this country. So, In effect, the 
United States would be buying the accept- 
ance of both parties. 

This might be all right If human lives were 
not so tragically Involved. Hut It in cynical, 
to say the least, that these unhappy refugees, 
having been "rescued" from nazlsm. must 
now become pawns In an International gan:ie 
of politics. 

Probably thera will bo complaints that 
Uncle Sam Is a sucker to finance the whole 
deal. But Bn outlay of money seems pre- 
ferable to undertaking octlve control of a 
new government In the turbulent Holy Land, 

Britain has volunteered for that unenvi- 
able task, probably more out of self-interest 
than altrulam. But should she do so, or Is 
It not rather a naturol Job for the United 
Nations? 

It may well be that, all things considered. 
Britain has done as well In Palestine as any- 
one could. However, the rising tension there 
strongly advises against her continuing to 
fulfill the mandate of the League of Nations. 

The United Nations Is fully equipped to ad- 
minister territories now held under mandate 
by an International tru.stecshlp sy.^tem. It 
has an economic and .-iocla! council empow- 
ered to make recommendations "for the pur- 
pose of promoting respect for. and observ- 
ance of, human rights." 

The human rights of Jewish refugees, now 
held In scml-lmprlsonment In Europe, re- 
quire for them some Just and decent pro- 
visions by the United Nations. That done, the 
U. N. could tackle the solution of Palestine's 
almost Insoluble racial and political troubles 
on an International basis. 



SOVIET CONFESSION 
So you thought that Russia didn't have a 
__Iree_pr£iSjind.Lbat-tho Ilusfilaii3 didn't" dare 
criticize their natlonol Institutions? Well, 
Hya Ehrenburg, writing about his trip to 
America In Izvestla, has charged both gov- 
ernment and people with serious faults. His 
Indictment has been printed, and apparently 
.Mr. Ehrenburg Is still alive. 

The faults? Oh ,ye3— bureaucracy, occa- 
sional rudeness, technical backwardness and 
bad telephone service. 

So there you have a Russian admission pf 
the evils and detects of communism. It would 
probably he too much to hope that this mild 
criticism Is a stort toward the healthy sclf- 
examlnatlon that prevails here. Still, it 
should be remembered that confession, like 
weight-lifting. Is something that you have to 
start slowly and work up to gradually.
